Dr. Loring’s father completéd.a pasto- 
rate of 40 years over the North Parish 
Church at the Centre, Feb. 27, 1850, 
and was an honored resident. of the 
‘community for over half a century, 
His mother, @ lady of rare talent, was 
Miss Sally Pickman Osgood, daughter 
of Gayton P. Osgood, Esq., of North 
Andover, who in a famous election 
contest, requiring seventeen appeals to 
the ballot box, defeated Caleb Cushing 
for Congress, 

Dr. Loring’s early education was 


gained from the public. schools and the sel 


then celebrated Franklin . Academy, of 
his native town. In’1888 hé was grad- 
uated from Harvard. College; James 
Russell Lowell, Wm. W. Story, Gen. 
Charles Devens, and others béing 
among his associate classmates. He 
later took the degree of M.D. at Har- 
vard after studying with Dr. Joseph 
Kittredge of North, Andover and Dr.

June 6, 1883, he also delivered a mem- 
orable oration, At the time of the in+ 
stitution of Cochichewick Lodge, he 
addressed the assembly. In any repub- 
lican convention of any note, Mr. Lor- 
ing always figured as one of the fore- 
most men, and in the literary field 
whatever bore his signature was recog- 
nized asa work of excelletce. 

Dr. : Loring was niarried twice, first 
to Mary Tappan, daughter of: Dr. 
Thomas and Sophia (Paliner) Pick- 
man, Nov. 5,'1851, of Salem, and who 
died Dee. 20, 1862, leaving one daugh- 
ter, Miss Sally Pickman Loring. His 
second wife was Mrs. Annie Hildreth, 
daughter of Hon. Isaac 8. Smith, of 
New York, wnom he married June 10, 
1880, a descendant of Gen. Israel Put- 
nam of Revolutionary fame, Mr. Geo. 
B. Loring of this town is a nephew of 
deceased. Dr. Loring and family were 
very popular in Washington society, 
and he was well known in Masonic 
circles, having reached the 32d degree. 

Private services were heid at 1.30 
o’clock Thursday afternoon, Sept. 17, at 
the manor on Pickman farm, by Rev. 
E. B. Wilson who also conducted pub- 
lic services. at the North Unitarian 
Church, Salem, at 3 o’clock, in the 
presence of a large congregation of 

»respectful people. The form rested in 
a casket of solid, unpolished natural 
oak with handles of dark bronze, and 
unornamented save by a plain plate of 
heavy silverinscribed: “R.I.P. George 
Bailey Loring, Born, Nov. 8, 1817, 
Died Sept.13, 18y1.”’

That long looked for ‘“first’’ trip on the 
electric railway was made from Lawrence 
to Andover last Friday night at about 10 
o'clock, and it proved a sudcessful trip: 

To be sure it. was soméwhat of an 
“electric light car’ in appearance, as one 
man called it, as the track was quite 
dirty and made the sparks fly, causing 
quite an illumination, but some sweeping 
and shovelling in a few places cleared 
the ,track and the return trip was made 
in excellent time. Several of the con- 
structing party, newspaper men, and one 
or two other Lawrence gentlemen accom- 
panied Supt. Morton on the trip. As the 
car entered Andover it wag greeted en- 
thusiastically by Matthew Kelley's fam- 
ily, and at the residence of Jos. W. Smith 
it was stopped and that gentleman in- 


placing of many lights and thought. that 
the expense of the change should be 
borne by the Electric Co. Several other 
gentlemen spoke on the question, all of 
which resulted in the submission of three 
substitute propositions as follows:
